The Secretary of the Interior has ad 


•dressed an important letter to the Com 
tnissioner of the General Land Office in 
regard to the occupation of tracts o 
public lands by stockmen. It says : 
need not advise you that inclosures o 
the character described are nnauthoi 
ized and illegal, so that the setllerneu 
is a trespass only, and gives no right t< 
the occupant, or that such occupation 
does not legally exclude bona fide set- 
tlement by another. 
Such trespass oil 


the public lands is equally as offensive 
to law and morals as if upon private 
property, and such lands not legally ap- 
propriated are vacant and subject to 
disposal by whomsoever legally applies 
for them. Until settlement is made nu- 
der the settlement laws there can be no 
objection to the grazing of cattle or the 
cutting of hay on government lands, 
provided 
that 
such 
unappropriated 


lands are left open to all alike. To al- 
low a few wealthy stookuaen to fence 
these lands, and thus practically with- 
draw them from the operation of the 
settlement laws, and deprive men of 
small means of the advantage of acquir- 
ing settlement, will not be allowed un- 
der any pretense whatever."

Autontntic Freight Train Crakes. 


The Sacramento Bee says "the Cen- 


tral Pacific Railroad 
Company will 


shortly begin putting Westiughouse 
automatic brakes on all of its freight 
cars. The Westiughouse air brake now 
on passenger trains is used by the engi- 
neer applying the steam through rub- 
ber pipes. 
The automatic brake re- 


quires opposite action. It is kept off of 
the wheels by the constant pumping of 
the engine on which is placed a cylin- 
der. The attachments are similar in 
general nppearnnce to those of the nil- 
brake. 
Some Eastern roads use both 


the air and automatic brakes, the latter 
for grades. If a train breaks in two 
and breaks the pipes, the automatic 
brake on every car is thereby relieved 
and at once applied regardless of the 
engine, and the wheels cannot revolve. 
This, of course, will save many a freight 
train from being wrecked. All of the 
cars in use on the Central aud Southern 
routes aud branches will be supplied 
with the automatic brakes gradually as 
the cars can bt> spared from servine. 
About 7,000 freight curs are to be thus 
provided though it may be a year or two 
before the work is completed. It will 
be necessary to put a, cylinder on each 
engine intended to haul freight trains. 
Therefore nearly 100 engines will be 
supplied. The railroad people do not 
state what the cost will be, but a com- 
petant authority hus estrhmted 
the 


probable cost of uttuchmeats to freight 
cars to be $250,000, regardless of the 
expense of repariug the engines. Appa- 
ratus for about sixty cars has arrived 
aud the contractor is enroute from the 
East. These improvements are to be 
made in tha railroad shops, but will not 
call for nu increased force of roan, at 
least at present." 


The Carson Tribune thinks "now is 


the time for Nevada ranchers to show to 
the sister State that her resources for 
raising the very best beef in the world 
are superior to those of Texas, aud to 
determine on holding their own with 
that wide spread and almost unculti- 
vatible State. Texas may go ahead of 
Nevada in the quantity of her beef 
cattle, but in point of quality she is 
sadly behind hand, for it is a recog- 
nized fact that Nevada beef commands 
two cents per pound more than that ex- 
ported from the cactus ranges of Texas. 


Stilts. 


Combinations of two materials are 


seen in most of the costumes imported 
for Spring and Summer. The rule with 
these is a plain fabric for the waist and 
drapery, with figured goods for the 
lower skirt, but thero aro a few excep- 
tions that prove the rale. For the first 
Spring dresses for the street, cashmere 
of the fine qualities that resemble 
Henrietta cloth is used for the basque 
and overskirt, or for the polonaise, 
while tho lower skirt, or rather the 
flounces or plaitings that represent the 
lower skirt, are of Ottoman silk with 
blocks of satin upon it, or else stripes of 
velvet, are upon pl'aid Ottoman silk, or 
perhaps the skirt is made of checked 
silk. There are also dresses entirely of 
woollen stuff, such as the new bigette 
( which is a substantial kind of French 
bunting), or of light twilled cannel's- 
hair; for these dresses ths plaited wool 
skirt is pltuded, while the overdress is 
plain wool, and there are many wool 
skirts of dark grounds that have very 
large balls in the richest cashmere 
colors.

Some of the new 
dresses are monotone, and for these a 
third material, usually velvet, is added, 
but in others there are very strong con- 
trasts, among which green trimmed 
with red prevails, and there is a ten- 
dency to introduce orange and flame- 
colors amid dark and quiet tints.- -
